The Story of President Lincoln's
iiisguise Keluted

The following extract from General
Baker's book professes to give the truth
about Presid ent Lincoln's alleged dis- -
guise, and the attempt to assassinate
him during his trip to Washington to
assume the duties of President :

In the month of January. 1SU1, a
gentleman holding a position in this
city which made him a proper agent to
act on the information was waited up-
on by a lady, who stated to him her
suspicions or Knowledge whence do-riv-ed

we are not able to say of a plot
to assassinate iilr. Lincoln when on his
way from his home, in Uiinois, to
Washington, to be inaugurated as Pres-
ident. The active parties, or some of
them, in business, were understood to
be in Baltimore. At all events, the gen-
tleman considered that the intelligence
had sufficient foundation to make it his
duty to satisfy himself whether it
might be correct. He accordingly- em-
ployed a detective officer, a muu who
had in his profession become notable
for his sagacity and success, to go to
Baltimore and adopt his own course to
detect the parties and plan of the con-
spiracy. The officer went to Baltimore
and opened an oliiee as some sort of
a broker or agent, under an assumed
name. Being supplied with needful
funds, he made occasions to become ac
quainted with certain classes of Seces-
sionists, and by degrees was on free and
easy terms with them. He took each
man in his humor, dined and supped
with some, gambled with others, "treat-
ed," and seconded dissipations in more
ways than need bo expressly stated,
until he had secured enough of their
confidence to be familiar with the par
ticulars of their schemes. Meanwhile
it had been ascertained that on the line
of the Baltimore Railroad there were
merrengaged in military drilling. Sev
eral other detectives were employed by
the chief to discover the purpose of
those organizations ; and, disguised as
laborers or farm hands, thev got thein- -
BKlvcn uiunwju-- 111. WlltJUl LUO UllllLiA- -
ry companies proved to be loyal in its
purpose ; another, under pretense of
being prepared to guard one or more
of the bridges north of Baltimore, was
designed lor quite an opposite purpose,
It will be remembered that some time
before Mr. Lincoln set out from his
home for Washington, his intended
route thither was published. A part of
the programme was that he should vis-
it Harrisburg and Philadelphia. We

Messrs. Editors :

The terra "risihts" whioh is now so of-
ten coupled with the colored race is it-
self suggestive of what we now owe
them, and also, of how long they have
gone unpaid. The sublime struggle for
the rights of 4,000,000 human beings im-
plies that hitherto they have had onlv
the wrongs of existence at the hand of
a superior race, and that now for the
first time they plead at the bar of God,
and mankind. Tho fact that it is a new
and strange claim to admit this plea for
their rights, in this court, only shows
how the sentiment of justice has been
corrupted by us, and perverted towards
them. Any other claimant could have
been heard hitherto at the bar of pub-
lic conscience but the slave, and we
atoned for our extinction of his claims
by a more furious zeal to hear and ad-
just those of all other sufferers. We
did not allow his suit to be brought in
the name of that common nature and
blood which God Almighty made
spokesman for them, and then to be
tried upon its merits, in a contest with
wrong, begotten of cupidity, and nulli-
fy every noble sentiment of our nature,
and every law human and Divine, de-
vised for its protection. But we cun-
ningly charged upon Divine Providence
not only the burden of their existence
as a race, but of our now unnatural and
illegal treatment, and thus extended
the fatherhood of God and the family of
mankind. These were born to serve
those who might themselves either rule
or serve. They were born under the

oke, and it was their comfort that while
ouiers rmiriH go unuer il tney were to
stay. It needed no Divine Providence
to hnd born rulers, but it was a peculiar
rnxri to s&zi "tjottx T??H"Vsr-'l.'iiiipr- e

destination to bondage, that inwove ut- -
lf wilh the ineradicable natural affec

tions, and encircled the born and un
born with its legal drag-ne- t, partus se--
guitur ventrem, was exalted into the sum
and test of piety and patriotism. Who-
soever believed this was more than a
subject of Divine authority he was an
advocate and patron. He might be a
little loose in lust, ana anger, ana even
murdered in hot blood, but he was not
guilty of thinking or plotting treason

gainst God and the fcjtate in an lnirae- -
tion of Divine order. He thought that
God thought the negro ought to be born
and stay under the yoke, and he would
stand bv this wholesome Divine ordi
nance. What if he did occasionally
cripple a slave in his wrath, or crop otf
his ear, or thrust out his eye, or beat him
to death with the lash, as no English

room would dare to Deat a horse or
op, this was only an infirmity. It was

indeed an excellence, as it was tne vol-
canic flash of that pent-u- p chivalric au-
thority which was inwrought with his
Deing. JBeuer inis man a lame, craven
pint, and rxrtter mat tne nre-eai-e- rs

honlrl occasionallv devour a nearro than
to ouench this lordly sacred flame. But
this consecrated master and guardian of
this anomalous race which had bodies
and souls that other men owned, was
quicker to scent danger in the disturb-
ance of the Divine order of servitude
than was ever Inquisitor or Tyrant else-
where. He. never allowed a roving or
vagrant Imagination to Hit through his
mind, even questioning the wisdom or
durability of slavery. It was a part
of God's architecture the God that
built the skv, and set bounds to the sea,
and "stretclied the North over the emp-
ty space." He would as soon have sug-
gested another form to the round earth,
or the jagged thunderbolt, or the fleecy
cioua. jne neiiner quesiaoneu. me urucr
of Providence in society, in himself, nor
would he abet it in others. He wisely
judged that if a man with his fingers in
a vice or nis loot in a steei-ira- p, couiu
think it did not hurt, it might not hurt
at all, or much less than though he
thought so and thought of nothing else.

capacity. Meanwhile care was taken
that the master, who naa nothing else
to do but think, should not himself
think too much, or more than wouia
run the machinery of slavery. Com
munity curbed the thinking of the mas-
ter, the master thought for the slave,
and Divine Providence was above all,
and if it failed it could be helped by
the special providence of Judge Lynch.
More men nave been miner wiinoui law
in the South than have been executed
with it in all the States of Europe,
Whatever swelled the bosom of man-
kind and made it to chafej.under the
yoke was incendiary, and nence self--
preservation became tne semsn moo-cry-

Fire is innocent, and yet in a powder
magazine it is deadly, and either the
one or the other must erive the Dlaee.
So the Bible, the school-boo- k, the church
and the school teacher are excellent, but
it is foolish to let a man look up who is
doitra in birth, and must stay under the
yoke. Better shrink the soul to its prison-h-

ouse than taunt it with the visions
of liborty. So cried the Pulpit of the
South; so echoed tho Forum; and the
Ministry, to prove its submission, hunt-
ed the most loathsome filth and piously
rolled therein its priestly garments. It
did not ask the common people to bo as
dirty as they were, but it did ask that
they Bhould not doubt that they were as
abominable as tne abomination ol sla-
very, and that both were Divino.

Meanwhile the poor slave was taught
that it was as pious for him to servo as
for the master to rule, itnd that he
would be guilty of all criminality in
any rebellion against, lioa, or the allot
ment of His Providence. His right to
plead for himself was wrested, aud this
and every other disability was falsely
cast upon Divine Providence, and
their relation as slaves, and ours as
masters, was remanded to that sphere
of inexplicable questions which cannot
be lnvaueu by tbe Intellect oi mankindThey could plead in no Court of earth
they could appeal to no tribunal such as
the church, or the family, and their
yoke was thus riveted and sealed with
me signet oi ou. JUiy ills ear was
open to the cry of the poor down-tro- d
den slave, or the panting fugitive.

As God was the solo attorney for this
race he entered the judgment against
their oppressors in the arbitrament of
war, and He will guard the resulta of
this war as he did its process.

The freedman is now the own child,
and nursling of Providence. We are
born to our oitizen-shi- p, while he gains
by a birth right won in the war, and

as Mr. Greeley asserts, why is the fol-
lowing defining the crime, in the
Constitution ? :

"Treason against the United States shall
"eon.Mist only in levying war upon them or
"atlherine to their enemies, given them aid
"and comi'ort."

All that is there set down as consti-
tuting the crime of treason, Jeilerson
Davis is guilty of. He levied war upon
the United States, and prosecuted it
with such merciless energy that a half
million of the ttuwer of the youth of the
country gave op their lives before the
armies he levied 'were conquered, and
before the continuance of the govern-
ment he assailed was assured.

He will
labor a long time before he succeeds in
making it clear to the survivors of An
dersonville and Belle Isle that they
were itt the wrong and those who starv-

An Unpublishrd Anrcdote About
Gboroe Washinoton. The following
letter is contained in Van
Buren's recently published volume on
political parties in the United States :

Oodensbubo, N. Y. April 30, 1857.
Hon. M. Van Buren :

"Dkar Sir During the session of the
Presbyterian General Assembly in Cin
cinnati, in May, 1852, I dined twice at
tho mansion of the Hon. Jacob Burnet,
now deceased. Ho was born In New
ark, New Jersey, in 1770, and was the
son of Dr. William Burnet, who was in
the medical service of his country thro'
the Revolution. Judge Burnet, was ac-
quainted with our distinguished states-
men, and his conversation was rroh In
the recollections of their manners and
characters. He related an of
Washington, which he had ftxim the
lips of Alexander Hamilton- - .

" W hen the convention to tarm a Con
stitution was sitting in Philadelphia,
in 177. of which tieneral Washington
was President he bad stated evenings to
Tece.vo tne calls ot bis iriends. At an
interview between Hamilton, the Mor
rises, and others, the former remarked
that Washington was reserved and aris
tocratic, even to his intimate friends,
and allowed no one to be familiar with
him. Gouyerueur Morris said that was
mere fancy, and he could be as familiar
with Washington as with any of his
other friends. Hamilton replied :

" 'If you will, at his next reception
evening, gently slap him on the shoul-
der, and sy, "My dear General, how
happy I am to see you look so well," a
.supper and wine shall be provided for
you and a dozen of your friends.'

Morris entered, bowed, shook bands
laid his left hand on Washington's
shoulder, and said:

the overthrow of the last vestige of
treason.

Resolved, That the thanks of all loy-
al men are due to the brave soldiers who

Davis,
but in opposing him from 1SG1 to 1(4.

As we said at the beginning Mr. tree- -
ley in defending himself is getting into
a quicKsand wnicn win swallow mm.
Ho urged the prosecution of the war in
the face of his previous declarations,
at its close domauded all that engaged
in it go free ; and for the sake of consis-
tency, we suppose, aided directly
in the release of the chief rebel.
He takes the ground, in tho justifica-
tion of the act, that rebellion when it
has assumed certain proportions is not
treason ; that Davis and Breckinridge
are innocent of that crime, and he bails
the one and invites the other to return
to the country. He draws a parallel
between the secessionists of lfl and
the patriots of 177(3, and takes the po-

sition that Jeff. Davis and his rebel as-

sociates are no more to be held to ac-
countability for rebellion, than was
Washington and those in rebelliou
against the authority of King George.

Had George Washington and his fel-

low "rebels" failed in their effort to ac-
complish the independence of the col-

onies, it is verj' probable that their
necks would have made the acquain-
tance of hempen ropes. Their success
placed them beyond the effect of Brit-
ish laws, and relieved them of tbe con-
sequence of what otherwise would have
been treason, the penalty of which ev-
ery one of the loaders would have suf-
fered. But there is no similarity in the
cases. The patriots of '70 declared their
independence of a Government three
thousand miles away ; of a Government
oppressive beyond endurance and of a
form hateful to them. They embarked
upon the sea of revolution, knowing
lull well that a failure made them trai-
tors and exposed them to tho penalties
of treason, but as they had the right
npon their side, they cheerfully accep-
ted the risk. The rebels of 't0 were
living under a Government which they
themselves had assisted in making.
Not one of their rights had been invad-
ed no privileges had been taken from
them ; in fact when they concocted the
plot that was sprung upon tho country
in 18(il, they had full possession of the
Government. It was the effort of a few
men, coutrollng the ignorance and de-
pravity of the country, to break down
the Government, to destroy the Consti-
tution to which they had scores of times
sworn allegiance, by.force of arms, and
for purposes purely and entirely solhsb.
They sinned against a law plaiu and
explicit; and they did it without rea-
son or cause.
